PETITION TO REVIVE PATENT THAT WAS UNAVOIDABLY ABANDONED 

AND 

PETITION TO WAIVE PETITION FEE 

Dear Madam or Sir: 

This petition is filed under rule 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(a). The Applicants petition the 
Commissioner to revive U.S. Patent Application No. 10/662,300 and grant a patent thereon. 
Applicants recently became aware that a Notice of Allowance was issued for this application on 
June 17, 2005. However, the Notice of Allowance was mailed to an incorrect address. The 
Applicant only became aware of the notice of allowance after conducting a recent status check in 
PAIR. 

Applicants filed an Amendment in the present application on March 18, 2005. Filed 
concurrently with the Amendment was a document that revoked and changed the power attorney 
for the Apphcation and requested an address change to Customer No. 20,995. Because the 
Applicants' attomey was concemed that the change of address might be overlooked, the 
Applicants' attomey notated on the Amendment transmittal sheet in a very large font that a 
power of attomey document with a change of address was included. In addition, Applicant 
underlined the words "CHANGE OF ADDRESS TO CUSTOMER NO. 20,995." Attached 
hereto as Exhibit 1 is a copy of the transmittal letter and the power of attomey document, 
t^pplicants resp^tfoU thatlhe change of address be entered^ffiis timer-^^ 
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Notwithstanding the very large font and the underlined words, the change of address 
appears not to have been entered. As a resuh, the Notice of Allowance for the application was 
sent to an incorrect address, and the Applicant was not aware that a response was due for the 
AppUcation. The Application went abandoned on September 17, 2005. In view of the foregoing 
facts, the entire delay between that date and the filing of the petition was unavoidable. 

A copy of the required response in the form of a completed Form PTOL-85 downloaded 
fi-om PAIR and the required fee is attached hereto. A check in the amount of $1030 is included 
to cover the issue and publication fee of $1000 and an advance order often copies of the printed 
patent. 

It is the Applicants' position that the application went abandoned as a result of the PTO 
error in not entering the change of address. Accordingly, Applicant petitions under 37 CFR
